an  increase  of  6*7  over  1948. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  83*3  per  1000 
live  births,  being  2*6  times  that  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales, 


Epidemics  of  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Whooping 
Cough,  fortunately  of  a  mild  type,  gave  a  net  increase  of 
27  cases  over  1948. 

In  a  locality  of  the  size  of  Trawden,  a  year’s  survey 
can  give  rise  to  wrong  conclusions,  for  where  there  are  no 
infantile  deaths  the  rate  is  0  per  1000;  thus  it  is  wise  to 
take  an  average  of  10  years  to  form  an  opinion  of  the  state  of 
Health  in  the  District,
